Article 4 

Areas of cooperative activities

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The Department of State has the honor to confirm that it has received Note 
Verbale No. SGS9/06298 of May 15, 2009, of the General Secretariat of the 
Council of the European Union (hereinafter referred to as the "Note Verbale"),
